The Resolution reviewing the Divisional Reports on the working of the District 
Boards in Bengal during 1898-99, 


Ture has been no change during the year under review in the number of 
District and Local Boards in Bengal, avd ‘the area controlled by them also 
remained the same. Since the close of the year, the provisions of the Bengal 
Local Self-Government Act, III of 1885, have been extended to the districts 
of Hazaribagh, Ranchi, Palamau and Manbhum, and a Local Board has been 
formed in the Alipur subdivision of the district of Jal aiguri. 

2. Constitution of District Boards,—On the 31st March last the 38 District 
Boards contained in all 796 members against 795 in 1898-99, The difference 
of one in the total strength of members was due to the fact that the seat of one 
elected member of the Khulna District Board remained vacant throughout the 
year 1898-99, One hundred and itinety-one out of these 796 members were 
appointed ez-oficio, 271 were appointed by Government and 334 were 
elected by the Local Boards, as compared with 186, 281 and 828, res ectively, 
in 1898-99; of these 251 were officials and 545 non- officials, Paronsan 
and Eurasian members numbered 196 and natives of the country 600. 
During the year 575 meetings were convened, or 20 more than in 1898-99, The 
District Board of Saran heads the list with 27 meetings, Puri comes next with 
28, and Rangpur follows with 21. On the other hand, the District Boards of 
Rajshahi and wai 7 met only 11 times during the year, and no explanation 
has been given of their noglect of the rule that a meeting shall be held at» 
least once a month, ‘The attendance was best in Hooghly and Saran, and 
worst in Jalpaiguri and Puri. The average attendance of official members at 
each meeting was the same as that of the previous years, viz., 3°6, and that 
of the non-official members was 7 sgainst 6'9 in 1898-99, The improvement 
noticed last year in the declining number of meetings which had to be 
adjourned or which proved abortive for want of a quorum, was maintained 
during the year, the figures being 45, 52 and 61, respectively, for the three 
years 1899-1900, 1898-99 and 1897-98, 

3. Constitution of Local Boards.—The 105 Local Boards contained, on the 
81st March last, 1,261 members, or 2 more than in the previous year, Of these, 
46 were ez-oficio members, 832 were nominated, and 383 elected, as compared 
with 39, 803 and 417, respectively, in 1898-99, Officials numbered 155 and non- 
officials 1,106, while the total ‘of Europeans and Kurasians amounted to 113 
against 1,148 natives of the country, The total number of meetings held was 
1,218, or 111 more than in 1898-99, Of these, 200, as compared with 187 in 
the previous year, had to be adjourned or proved abortive, owing to failure to 
form a quorum. Fifty one Local Boards, as against 63 in the previous 

ear, failed to meet once a month, and 5 of these, viz., Hajipur, Sitamarhi, 
hakurgaon, Nowgong-and Dinapore, held only 5 meetings, or less, during the 
year. ‘The Dinapore Local Board held only 3 meetings during the year, 
of which 1 was adjourned, and no attempt has been made. to explain why so 
few meetings were held, There was a slight improvement generally in the 
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attendance of non-official members, that of the official members being the same 
during the past two years. 

4. Llections.—General elections of members of Local Boards were held in 
three subdivisions of the district of Midnapore and in all the four subdivisions 
of the district of Patna. On the latter the Commissioner makes no remarks, 
while in the former district the principal feature of the elections was the 
indifference rags ie by the voters, who, the Commissioner considers, are 
quite content to leave matters to their superiors, The same feature is notice- 
able with regard to the various bye-elections held during the year, which appear 
to have aroused little or no interest. 

5. Occupation of members,—The occupations of the members of the District 
and Local Boards are shown in the statement below :— 
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There has been no material change in the composition of the Boards, 
Zamindars, as last year, furnished the largest proportion of members of both 
District and Local Boards, and next to them come Government servants in 
the - of District Boards, and pleaders and mukhtears in the case of Local 
Boards. 

6. Powers of Local Boards.—The only changes in respect of the powers 
of Local Boards were the withdrawal of the management and supervision of 
village roads from the Local Boards in Murshidabad and the delegation of the 
maintenance of certain district roads to the Local Boards in Pabna. The 
powers of the Local Boards in Mymensingh, as regards administration of the 
grants for primary education, were also withdrawn to some extent during the 
year, In the districts of the Patna Division a proposal is under consideration to 
re-classify several of the roads, and to withdraw all roads costing on an average 
over Rs. 10 a mile from the management of the Local Boards and place them 
in charge of the District Engineer. 

7. Union Committees.—''he table below shows the constitution, income and 
expenditure of the several Unions :— 
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The number of Unions was reduced from 57 to 56 by the abolition of the 
Chandpur Union in the district of Tippera in consequence of the estab- 
lishment of a Municipality there. The number of the members of Union 
Committees and the number of meetings held show respectively a decrease of 7 
and 14, as compared with the previous year. The totalincome also declined from 
Rs. 22,865 to Rs. 18,527, and the expenditure from Rs, 21,388 to Rs. 20,644. 
Thirty out of the 56 Unions expended the whole or nearly the whole amount 
which was at their disposal, while no expenditure was incurred during 
the year by the Gorapata Union in the district of Jessore, by the Shahjad- 
ar Union, the only Union in the Rajshahi Division, and by four ont of the 
ve Unions in the district of Balasore. In the case of Shahjadpur it is 
stated that there was no Chairman for some months, that the members did 
not take sufficient interest in their work, and that consequently the allotments 
placed at the disposal of the Union were not utilised, As regards the five Unions 
in the district of Balasore, it is reported that the Jellasore, Berhampore and 
Bhadrak Unions did not hold any meeting during the year, and that although 
the Remimoo Union held two meetings, it practically did nothing. The Union 
at Soro is said to have done something. The Commissioner of Burdwan 
remarks that the closing balance of each Union Committee ia the district 
of Burdwan is too large, and shows that their income, small us it is, 
is not fully utilised. It is reported that the Union Committees in the district 
of Midnapore have, on the whole, done better work during the year, and 
that a change for the better is perceptible in the attitude of the Local 
Boards towards these bodies. The Pandua and Balagarh Unions in the district 
of Hooghly worked satisfactorily, but the Haripal and Chanditala Unions. have 
not been favourably reported on, ‘Lhe Chairman of the Howrah District Board 
states that the Union Committees in his district do not seem to have improved 
so far as keeping of accounts is concerned, and that they try to ignore the Local 
Board. The Basudebpur Union in the 24-Parganas, all the Unions in Nadia, 
and the Keshubpur, Kalia, Benodpur and Harinakunda Unions in Jessore are 
said to have worked well. The Magistrate of Murshidabad reports that the 
system of Union Committees in his district is practically a failure, The Chair- 
man of the Brahmanbaria Local Board remarks that the Union Committees 
have, during the year under review, worked better than in the preceding year, 
and that the Sarail Union Committee is showing signs of life. The Union Com- 
mittees at Lakshmipur, Hatiya and Swndip are said to have done their best to 
improve the sanitation of the localities in their charge, and to have taken a 
t deal of interest in the execution of the works entrusted tg them. The 
hairman of the Fenny Local Board states that the members of the Fenny 
Union showed a little more interest than in the preceding year, and that they 
have spent judiciously the whole of the grant allotted to them. It is evident 
that, as an administrative agency, Unions are neither necessary nor useful, 
while, regarded as a medium for education in the art of Self-Government, their 
success has at most been faint and partial, 
8. Financial results—The income and expenditure of the District Boards 
under the chief heads during the past two years are shown in the following 
statement: — :

The year opened with a credit balance of Rs, 18,02,190 against 
Rs, 17,86,437 in the previous year. ‘The receipts during the year amounted to 
Rs. 72,79,076 against Rs. 66,90,172 and the charges to Rs. 69,86,056 against 
Rs, 66,74,415. At the close of the year 1899-1900, there was thus a credit 
balance of Rs, 20,95,210, of which Rs, 1,89,115 consisted of deposits against 
Rs, 1,52,799 in the previous year. The actual closing bulances were more than 
half of the year’s income in Rangpur and_more than one-third in Hooghly, 
Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri, Bogra, Dacca, Faridpur, Gaya and Darbhanga. No reason 
for keeping 80 large a balance has been given in the cases of Hooghly and the 
several districts of the Rajshahi Division. Satisfactory explanations have been 
rendered of the heavy balances of the Dacca and Durbhanga District Funds.’ 
As regards Faridpur, it is merely stated that the Board could uot, for various 
reasons, incur expenditure up to the estimated amount. In the case of Gaya, 
it appears that, although the attention of the District Board was specially 
drawn to the matter by the Commissioner of the Division, there has been no 
improvement during the year. 


INCOME, 


9, Provincial rates. —This item of revenue represents the proceeds of the 
road cess less the cost of collection and revaluation. The increase of receipts 
from Rs, 89,64,562 to Rs, 41,34,825 is shared by 25 out of the 38 District 
Boards, and is due, as usual, to improved collections and to revaluations, 

‘10, Jniterest.—'The income under this head shows an increase of lis. 1,960, 
which is attributed, as in the preceding year, to the larger collection of 
arrears of road cess. 

11. Pounds.—There was an increase of 44 in the total number of pounds 
under the management of District Boards, but a decrease of Rs. 1,517 in the total 
income derived from them, The decrease was largest in the Rajshahi Division, 
and occurred in all the districts, except Rangpur. All the districts of the Presi- 
dency Division, except the 24-Parganas, also show a decrease, and it is attributed 
to the falling off in the competition for pounds and to bad collections. Inspec- 
tion of pounds was conducted in the same manner as usual, and disclosed the 
usual delinquencies on the part of pound farmers, which were dealt 
with ‘according to circumstances. There was no change in the procedure 
observed in granting leases of pounds, In some districts the farmers are said 
to be becoming used to the revised pound forms, while in others the usual 
difficulty of enforcing their use continued to be felt. 

12. ducation.—The income under this head rose from Rs. 64,928 to 

"Rs, 66,074. It is satisfactory to note that all the districts of the Burdwan 
Division without exception share in the increase, which is ascribed chiefly 
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to a larger collection of school fees and of fees at the lower primary examin- 
ations and to ] donations. 

ae bE Medical-The receipts under this head advanced from Rs. 80,881 to 
Rs. 35,312, the bulk of the increase accruing in Mymensingh, Midnapore, the 
24-Parganas, and Purneah. Increased contributions towards the Gewankhali 
dispensary account for the increase in Midnapore. The increase in Mymen- 
= was due to larger contributions made by private individuals and better 
collection of subscriptions. In the 24-Parganas, it is attributed chiefly to 
the transfer of the management of the Port Canning and Taki dispensaries to 
the District Board and to the special eontribution received for the maintenance 
of the Chandkhali dispensary in Khulna. In Purnea, it is ascribed to the 
Srinagar estate having contributed Rs. 1,000 for the establishment of two 
dispensaries in that zamindari. 

14, Scientific and other Minor De partmenis,—Stationery and Printing.—The 
increase under two these heads is slight, and calls for no remarks, 

15, AMiseellancous.x—There was a decrease of Rs, 13,537 in the income 
under this head. ‘The falling off is noticeable chiefl y in Chittagong, Muzaffar- 
pur, and Cuttack, In the case of Chittagong, it is said to be due to the smaller 
collection of rent from the ijardars of certain road-side lands who objected 
to pay their dues on the ground that their lands were made unfit for cultivation 
by deep pits made in them in repairing the roads, and to there being no sale of 
road-side trees during the year. The decrease in M uzaffarpur is ascribed to 
smaller realizations of fees, fines and forfeitures, and that in Cuttack to the fact 
that in the previous year the sale proceeds of a promissory note of Rs, 1,000 
were shown under this head which swelled the figures for that year. 

16. Kailways—The sum of Rs, 31,932 shown against Howrah represents 
the Board’s share of the profits from the Howrah-Amta Light Railway. The 
success of this undertaking is very gratifying, and should stimulate other 
Boards to encourage the promotion of well-considered schemes of local com. 
munication. 

17. Minor Works and Navigation.—A sum of Rs. 225 was realised as rent of 
the fishery in the drainage channel along the Diamond Harbour Road against 
Rs. 179 in the previous year. ‘The receipts from canal revenue in Chittagong 
also increased from Rs. 12,826 to Rs, 14,757, and. is attributed to the improved 
circumstances of the people. 

18, Civil Works.—The income shown under this head is derived from 
ferry receipts and contributions for specified works, The former of these rose 
from Rs. 4,36,007 to Rs. 4,61,932, and the largest increase was in the Rajshahi 
Division, Rangpur alone showing an increase of nearly Rs. 10,000, This in- 
crease is attributed to better collections. The largest decrease was in Patna, and 
is ascribed chiefly to remissions granted to ghat farmers for losses sustained 
by them during the prevalence of plague. Inspections of ferries were con- 
ducted as usual, and disclosed a certain number of causes: for complaint 
which, however, is not unreasonably high. The receipts frorh' contributions, 
principally from Government, vary from year to year according to the 
Provincial Works entrusted to local bodies for execution. In the year under 
review they amounted to Rs. 7,39,061 as against Rs. 4,41,509 in 1898-99, 

19. Contributions.—The annual contributions made by Government to 
equalise the assets and charges of the several District Boards, that is, the 
contributions which were fixed by Government to meet certain branches of 
expenditure made over to District Boards on their constitution, and which have 
been from time to time increased pari passu with the expenditure in question, 
amounted to Rs, 5,12,348 against Rs. 5,12,108 in the previous year, 

20. Lvans.—The District Board of Chittagong obtained from Government 
a loan of Rs. 3,000 to enable them to repair the damages done by the cyclone 
of October 1897 to roads and bridges. The sum of Rs. 1,50,000 shown against 
Darbhanga represents the amount borrowed by the District Board from Govern. 
ment for the construction of pontoon bridges in the distrigt. ‘ 

21.. Deposits and advances.—The sums deposited as security for the pay- 
ment of revenue by ferry farmers, contractors, and others and the xecoveries 
and adjustments on account of advances made from District. Funds (lecreased 
from Rs, 4,22,934 to Rs. 3,38,653. The decrease was due to. casual variations 
of no special importance. 
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22. Administration—The expenditure under this head increased from 
Rs. 2,66,557 to Rs. 2,80,355, ‘The increase is attributed to the raising of the 
percentage levied for audit by Government from one-half to three-fourths 
cent,, the grant of annual increments to employés, purchase of furniture, appoint- 
ment of udditional clerks, and heavier expenditure on account of travelling 
allowances. 

23. Police.—Cattle Pound Oharges.—Tho expenditure on cattle pounds 
amounted to Rs. 21,749 against Rs, 18,374 in 1898-99. Tho largest increase 
was in Monghyr, and is said to be due chiefly to the construction and repairs’ 
of pound-houses, which were undertaken during the year, Increased expenditure 
accompanied - by decreased ny is an unsatisfactory feature, and it be- 
hoves all supervising officers to keep a watchful eye on this branch of the 
Board’s administration. 

24. Marine.—The outlay under this head decreased from Rs, 8,245 to 
Rs.4,654. The decrease in Pabna has not been explained; that in Noakhali 
was mainly due to the reduction of the subsidy paid for the steam service between 
Barisal and Ichakhali; and thet in Malda to the payment of a smaller amount 
during the year to the farmer of the Rajmahal ferry for plying a steamer 
between Rajmahal and English Bazar during the rainy season. 

25. Lducation.—The following abstract, which has been compiled from 
Appendix B, shows the educational expenditure of District Boards during the

ees = = District Board at Balasore, which spent 38°7 per cent. of its 
income on this purpose. ‘I'he District Boards of Bankura, Pabna, Dacca 
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Khulna, Faridpur, Tippera, Chittagong, Cuttack and Puri also devoted more 
than 80 per cent. of their income to education, while allthe District Boards in 
the Patna and Bhagalpur Divisions, with the exce tion of Malda and the 
District Boards of Howrah, Murshidabad, Jessore, Jaloaipen. Mymensingh and 
Backergunge, show an expenditure below 20 per cent. In’ Shahabad the 

roportion was only 9:2 per cent. Under area’ education Balasore again 

eads the list with a ratio of 30-1 per cent. in Bankura, Pabna, Dacca, 
Faridpur, Tippera, Noakhali, Chittagong, Puri and Cuttack, the expenditure 
was 20 per cent. or more, and in four districts, viz., Patna, Gaya, Shahabad 
and Saran, it was below 10 per cent, The Commissioner of Rajshahi notices 
the expenditure on education, especially on secondary education, by the 
District Boards of his Division as diverting an excessive proportion of the scanty 
resources of the Boards from objects of more general and pressing necessity, 
This was especially marked in the case of Pabna. Under section 48 of the Act, 
the Commissioner has power to revise the budget estimates of any Board in 
which, in his opinion, excessive or insufficient provision is made for any branch 
of administration. The evil complained of is therefore within his power to 
remedy, 

97. The statistics given in Subsidiary Table III pa to the depart- 
mental Report on Public Education show ‘that the tota number of High and 
Middle schoois maintained by District Boards remained the same, viz, 165, 
but the number of pupils in them declined from 11,383 to 11,244, This 
decrease in the number of pupils occurred in Middle Vernacular schools only, 
the number of pupils in Middle English and High schools having increased. 
The total number of High and Middle schools aided by District Boards, as well 
as the number of pupils in them, decreased from 988 and 64,664 to 968 and 
63,940, respectively, during the year. The total number of upper and lower 
primary schools for boys maintained by District Boards was 8, as inthe previous 
year, but the number of scholars in them increased from 180 to 194. The total 
number of such schools aided by those bodies gained both in number and in 
strength ; the figures for tho two years being 28,871 and 809,647 in 1898-99 and 
29,041 and 824,777 in 1899-1900, respectively. The following table, which 
compares the number of girls’ schools aided by District Boards.and the number 
of pupils attending them during the past two years, shows that there was an 
increase during the year both in schools and pupils,

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The number of industrial schools maintained by District Boards declined from 
7 to 6, but the number of scholars in them increased from 352 to 358, 

28. The observations of the Director of Public Instruction on the subject 
of the relations between. the District Boards and the Education Department and 
the working of the Local oards are quoted below :— 


“ District Boards.—-The relations between the District Boards in the Province and the 
Education Department continued to be entirely harmonious. The suggestions and recom- 
mendations made by the Deputy Taspectors generally received due consideration from the 
Boards. The following are the only complaints notived in the Divisional Reports: ~ 


(1) In the Burdwan Division the Hoo hly Board delayed in revising the grants-in. 
ee to “sarge and in passing Pa and travelling allowance bills of Sub- 
nspectors, 


(2) The Board at Midnapore did not award the lower primary scholarships even up to 
May 1900, but the delay has been ascribed to a suspicion that the marks 
obtained by examinees in certain centres were tampered with in the course 
of tabulation, which was st pposed to be done with the help of Inspectin 
Pandits and, in some cases, of outsiders. This arrangement of tabulatin, 
marks with the help of irresponsible men is objectionable, and should, there- 
fore, be avoided. ye 
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(8) In the district of Puri certain proposals made by the De uty Inspector were not 
accepted, and the examiners &ppointed in this diateot for conducting the 
Lower Primary Scholarship examination were clerks and non-educational 
officers, who are stated to have been quite unfit to be entrusted with this 
responsible work, 


“‘ Zocal Boards.—Looal Boards were, in some districts, entrusted with the administration 
of the primary fund and the control of the primary education. In many cases they are 
reported to dilatory. In the districts of Murshidabad an Jessore in the Presidency 
Division, the authority vested in them is more real; they pass stipend and reward bills and 

payments by postal money-orders. The mombers of the Sadar Local Board in the 


make 
“Murshidabad district are also reported to have inspected 77 primary schools under its 


charge :— 

i ‘This,’ says the Assistant Inspector of Schools, Presidency Division, ‘is undoubtedly a 
very satisfactory course for self-governing bodies to ascertain their real wants, and the 
examples set in Murshidabad should be followed in other districts in which the Local Boards 
have anything to do with education.’ 

“In the Rajshahi Division three Local Boards in the Rajshahi district and one in 
Dinajpur are entrusted with the general supervision and control of primary schools. In the 
Dacca Division, the Local’ Boards have no control over educational matters. Threo Local 
Boards in Tippera, in the Chittagong Division, are entrusted with the control of stipendiary 
primary schools, but it is reported they have done nothing during the year which would tend 
to promote primary education in their jurisdictions. In the Patna Division the Local Boards 
in the Shahabad district have control over stipendiary primary schools, and in tho district of 
Patna tiey are vested with the power of making payments to primary schools and to the 
lower primary scholarship-holders. 

*The Local Boards of Monghyr and Bhagalpur in the Bhagalpur Division continue to 
have charge of primary education under tha genoral control of the District Boards. The 
Local Boards in Orissa under which the educational functions are limited to the control of 
the stipendiary primary schools were reported to have done this work fairly well.” 

29. Lmp!oyment of Muhammadans as Sub-Inspectors of Schools. —In September 
1897, a circular was issued enjoining that in certain districts where the 
Muhammadan population prepon erated, a proportion of the Sub-Inspectors of 
Schools should, if possible, be Muhammadans. Since then the number of 
Muhammadan Sub-Inspectors of Schools to be employed has been fixed 
with reference to the proportion of the Muhammadan to the Hindu popula- 
tion of each district, and it has been ruled that until the number fixed ig 
attained, the Boards shall, on the occurrence of every vacancy in the establish- 
ment of Sub-Inspectors of Schools, appoint a Mahammadan thereto, provided 
that a duly qualified candidate was available. In the 24 Parganas, three 
Muhammadwn Sub-Inspectors of Schools were. appointed during the year, 
two in the place of Hindu officers and one in the place of another Muham- 
madan. Jn Khulna a new Muhammadan Sub-Inspector was appointed, 
and placed in charge of a part of the Satkhira subdivision, where the number 
of primary schools is largest. The District Board of Dacca eppouined 
one Muhammadan Sub-Inspeetor of Schools during the year. In almost all 
the districts of the Patna and Bhagalpur Divisions there is a fair proportion of 
Muhammadan Sub-Inspectors. No remarks on the subject occur in the reports 
from the Burdwan, Rajshahi and Orissa Divisions. In the other districts no 
opportunities occurred of giving effect to the wishes of Government. ; 

80. Special Schools——There are few changes to note under this head. 
The technical school at Nasirabad had to be closed temporarily in consequence 
of the falling off in the number of boys on the rolls, A boarding-house for 
the accommodation of pupils of the technical school at Rangpur was started 
during the year, Rai Bonomali Rai Bahadur of Tarap having borne the cost 
of construction of the building. The same gentleman has also offered to 
bear the cost of increased accommodation of the workshop attached to the 
school, A domestic loom was obtained during the year for the introduction 
of weaving in the Artizan Department of the school. A seed house was 
erected for the Sericultural school at Rampyy Boalia, at a cost of Rs. 2,000, 
which was contributed by the Government of India. The District Boards of 
Muzaffarpur, Gaya, Mymensingh and Backergunge sent up students with 
scholarships to the Veterinary College at Belgachia, and the District Board 
of Noakhali awarded a scholarship to a native of the district for the prosecution 
of his studies at the Calcutta Art School. The District Board of Malda 
awarded a scholarship to a boy for education in the Rajshahi Diamond 
Jubilee Industrial School. The District Board of Cuttack provided three 
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scholarships for technical education, tenable at the.Jobra Workshop, and one 
scholarship tenable in the Sibpur Engineering Vollege, A Madrassa in Dacca 
was aided by the District Board in consideration of its teaching middle 
examination standards in addition to its legitimate course of studies in Arabic 
and Persian. 

4 3°, Female Medical Education.—Bexides tho scholarships mentioned in last 
year’s Resolution, the District Board of Pabna granted a stipend of Rs 10 
a month to a gitl to enable her to prosecute her studies at the Campbell 
Meilical Scho»l; the District Board of Dacca a scholarship of Rs 7 to a female 
student of the Dacca Medical School; and the District Board of Shahabad a . 
scholarship of Rs. 10 to a female student in the Temple Medical School at 
Bavkipore, 

32. Medical— The expenditure under this head fell from Rs. 3,98,686 to 
Rs. 3,86,357. The decrease occurred in the Chittagong and Patna Divisions 
only, all the other Divisions showing an increase, The largest fall was in 
the Patna Division, where the decreaso is only apparent, being due to the 
large expenditure incurred by the District Board ot Shahabad during the 
previous year on the construction of the Plague Observation Camp at Chausa, 
which was subsequently refunded by Government to that body. In the 
Chittagong Division, the decrease occured in Tippera alone, and it is owing to 
the transfer of the charges incurred daring the year on account of improvement 
of water-supply, village sites, &c., from this head to the head “ Civil works.” 

33. The following table compares the number of dispensaries which were 
wholly maintained or aided by the several District Boards in the Province during 
the past two years, the expenditure incurred on account of them by those b dies 
and the ratio borne by the expenditure on medical charity to the ordinary 
income of each District Board :—

There was a marked increase in the number of dispensaries maintained 
by District Boards. This was greatest in the Chittagong Division, Tippera 
and Noakhali showing 10 dispensaries each during the year against none during 
the preceding year. It appears that certain dispensaries, which in the pre- 
vious year received aid from the District Boards of these two districts, are 
now wholly maintained by them. The total cost incurred in maintaining 
District Board dispensaries increased from Ks. 88,046 to Rs. 1,22,805, while 
contributions to independent dispensaries fell from Rs. 98,980 to Rs. 96,382. 
As in the previous year, the District Board of Backergunge maintained 
the largest number of dispensaries, viz., 31, '‘lippera, Noakhali and Monghyr 
following with 10 dispensarice each. ‘The District Board of Faridpur aided 
the largest number of dispensaries, viz., 13, and although the District 
Board of Chittagong aided 11 dispensaries only, that body spent the 
dargest sum in granting aid to such institutions. Owing to want of funds, 
the District ard of Puri had to discontinue their contribution of 
Rs. 1,00 towards the upkeep of the Pilgrim Hospital there. The District 
Boards of Midnapore, Nadia, Murshidabad, Jessore, Pabna and all the District 
Boards iu the Dacca Division made special arrangeaients for providing the 
inhabitants of cholera-stricken and malarious localities with gratuitous medical 
attendance and medicines. Medicine chests were distributed to village 
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anchayats in the district of Backergunge; and in Khulna and each of the 
vistriots of the Dacea Division temporary Hospital Assistants were deputed to 
visit the localities where they were most needed. This is an innovation which 


has already received the approval of Government, and which the Lieutenant- —

“Improvement of water-supply,” 
22 District Boards have spent less than during the previous year, the 
exceptions being Bankura, Hooghly, Howrah, Murshidabad, Jessore, 
Rajshahi, Jalpaiguri, Rangpur, Pabna, Dacca, Faridpur, Patna, Gaya 
Darbhanga, and Purnea, The minimum limit of Rs. 5,000 was attained 
in three districts only, viz., Backergunge, Mymensingh, and Dacca, while 
Balasore is reported to have spent nothing and Chittagong only Rs. 126. 
The divisional reports indicate that there is no very pressing demand for 
increased expenditure on this object, and that, at least during the year under 
review, villages generally have been adequately supplied with water. The 
compilation of lists showing in detail the water-supply in each village of the 
Province has been generally advanced during the year, and is now, with a few 
exceptions, complete, 

35. Only five District Boards spent money on the improvement of 
the sites of villages, viz., Jessore, Dinajpur, Tippera, Patna, and Gaya, 
the largest expenditure having been incurred by. the District Board’ of 
Tippera, viz. Rs. 7,278. The expenditure on sanitation at fairs is chiefl 
composed of grants of Rs. 3,648 by the District Board of Saran Pca 
Sonepur and the other smaller fairs in -the district; Rs. 2,662 by the 
District Board of the 24-Parganas towards the Ganga Sagar and Uarwa 
Fairs, and Rs, 1,370 by the District Board of Dacca, towards the Kartik 
Buruni and Nangalbund Pairs The greater part of the expenditure on other 
sanitary objects is accounted for by a contribution of Rs. 18,137 by the District 
Board of Rangpur for the improvement of the drainage of the town (a charge 
which should apparently have devolved upon the Municipality and not on the 
District Board); Rs. 4,000 by the District Board of Shahabad for the mainten- 
ance of the Arrah water-works; and contributions from the District Boards of 
Birbhum, Howrah, Patna, Gaya, Champaran, Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga and Puri 
towards the cost of plague measures. ‘I‘wo schemes have been set on foot, one 
in Pabna and the other in Rajshahi, for the drainage of the Chalan and the 
Cherail bils respectively. Measures for giving effect to the schemes under the 
Sanitary Drainage Act are being taken in concert with the District Boards 
concerned. These are the first instances since the Act was passed in which the 
powers conferrea by it have been utilized, 

36, Screntifie and other Minor Departmonts,—District Boards have but little 
money to spare for the objects enumerated under this head, and veterinary charges 
fell from Rs. 7,132 to Rs. 5,859, The District Board of Burdwan continued to 
maintain the vetérinary institution which was opened during the previous 
year, The total number of animals treated in the institution was 383 
against 152 in the previous year, and the number treated in the interior of the 
district was 417 against 231! ‘The services of the Veterinary Assistant attached 
to the dispensary are reported to have been very useful, as cattle-disease is very 
common in the Nistrict, In Birbhum a Veterinary Assistant was temporarily 
appointed during the year for treating cattle in’ affected areas, A proposal 
for establishing a Veterinary Hospital at Nasirabad was under consideration 
during the year, A Veterinary Dispensary was opened at Gaya on the 20th 
January 1900, The Veterinary Assistant, who was employed by the District 
Board throughout the year, visited 104 villages and treated 360 animals. The 
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District Board of Muzaffarpur took over the management of the Veteri 
Dispensary at Sitamarhi during the year, but the dispensary ree 
tained, a8 before, with tho aid of local subscriptions. The total number of 
animals treated was 434. ‘I'wo Veterinary Assistants’ were deputed to 
suppress outbreaks of cattle-disease in the district of Champaran and one 
in Darbhanga. The Dacca District Board continued their annual contri- 
bution of Rs, 250 to the local Veferinary Hospital. The Bhagalpur District 
Board paid Rs. 343 for the salar and allowances of a temporary Veterinary 
Assistant who was employed in villages where cattle-disease was abnormally 
severe. He is reported to have done his work fairly well, but his treatment 
was not much appreciated by those for whose benefit he was deputed. A 
proposal to open a Veterinary Hospital near the Civil Station of Purnea 
was set on foot, and a sum of Rs. 378 raised by private subscriptions has been 
deposited with the District Board to meet land acquisition expenses. The 
Commissioner apprehends that the scheme will fail for want of support. 
It is, however, to be hoped that it will meet with at least that measure of 
success to which similar institutions elsewhere have attained. 

37. The expenditure on the maintenance of public bulls and stallions, 
which is a heading separate from ‘Veterinary Charges,” increased from 
Rs. 3,014 to Rs. 4,737. A sum of Rs. 703 was spent by the District Board of 
Backergunge for the construction of sheds for the bulls purchased during the 
agin ear and for irae? and feeding them, Rupees 206 were expended 

y the District Board of Shahabad in maintaining an Arab stallion at Buxar 
and Rs. 94 by the District Board of Pabna on the maintenance of a bull at 
Sirajganj for breeding purposes 

38. Stationery and Printing—The total outlay under this head was 
Rs. 84,572, which is Rs 1,714 more than the previous year’s expenditure. In 
accordance with the orders of the Government of India, conveyed’ in their 
letter No. 24, dated the 15th August 1900, the amounts charged in the accounts 
under the head ‘‘ Stationery locally purchased” have been transferred to the 
head “ Administration-—Oftice Contingencies.” 

39. Miscelianeous.—Miscellaneous charges increased from Rs. 40,071 to 
Rs, 45,915. ‘The increase was largest in Darbhanga, and is said to be due to the 
adjustment of the old outstanding advances of the Madhubani Local Board by 
debit to this head and credit to “ Advances.” 

40. Famine Relief—The expenditure under this head amounted to 
Rs. 2,728. In ‘Tippera Rs. 208 was incurred on the treatment of destitute 
coolies, Of the total outlay of Rs. 2,513 in Puri, Rs. 2,227 represent the 
payment of the liabilities of the Board for relief works randartaken during 
1896-97, 

4]. Minor Works and Navigation,—The increase of expenditure in 'l'ippera 
was due to the reopening of a boat service betweea Akhoura and Brahmanbaria, 
which had been abolished on the opening ofa steamer service between those 
places. The decrense in Chittagong is due to the abolition during the year of 
the temporary establishment entertained for checking extortions by canal 
farmers, The District Board of Malda spent Rs. 195 for clearing snags from 
navigable rivers against Rs. 161 during the previous year. 

42. Civil Works. —The following table shows the expenditure on Public 
Works during the past two years:— 
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increase was in the Patna Division, particularly in Darbhanga, where works 
which had been left unfinished at the end of 1898-99 were completed daritg 
the year under review, and where materials for pontoon bridges were collec 
at a cost of ts, ¥6,102. The District Board’s office and Road Cess building at 
Mymensingh, which was ’wrecked by the earthquake of 1897, was reconstructed 
at a cost of Rs, 15,512, of which Government contributed one-fifth. Other 
important works undertaken by District rds were the construction of 
74 spans ‘of pontoon bridges over the Bdr Gundak and Bagmati rivers in 
Darbhanga at an estimated cost of Rs. 2,01,111, the construction of bridges on 
the Goalundo road, Dacca, at a cost of Rs. 11,498, the construction of masonry 
bridges over the Manjur and Dhanauti streams in Champaran at a cost of 
Rs, 11,281, and Rs. 13,787, respectively, and of an iron girder bridge over 
the Lakhandai in Muzaffarpur at a cost of Rs. 14,671. The Purnea District 
Board spent Rs. 30,695 on the upkeep of 105 miles of the Ganges and Darjeeling 
Road. 
43. Appendix C, column 9, shows that the average percentage of expen- 
diture on Civil Works to total expenditure was 6i°4. The percentage rose to 
77°6 in Jalpaiguri and 75°6 in Champaran, and fell to 37°5 in Balasore and 365 
in Puri. Bach of the two latter District Boards has a comparatively small 
income. The percentage of the cost of establishment and contingencies on 
total expenditure was 9°3, but in 17 districts the proportion exceeded 10 
cent., andin Champaran it was as high as 12°7. For the Province qenaalte, 
the salary of the District Engineer represents 36°4 per cent. of the total cost of 
establishment and contingencies, though in Cuttack it mounts to 54‘8 per cent. 
Column 12 of the statement shows what proportion is borne by the cost of 
establishment to the expenditure on original works and repairs. The mean 
for the Province is 18'2, but this is exceeded by 24 districts, and in Puri 
the percentage reaches 44°2. The ratio borne by the District Engineer's 
salary to the expenditure on original works and repairs is shown in column 13. 
The average is 6:6 per cent., but 10 per cent, is exceeded in six districts, Puri, 
Dinajpur, Chittagong, Balasore, Champaran and Rajshabi, in the order named, 

44, Rvads—The table in Appendix D gives particulars of the number, 
length and cost of the district and village roads, maintained by District 
Boards -in 1899-1900. It will be seen that during the year 2,627 district 
roads, with a total length of 23,946 miles, were maintained at a total cost 
of Rs, 25,97,173. Of the total length, 3,362 miles were metalled and 20,594 
miles unmetalled, Of the total cost incurred on motalled roads, Rs. 2,00,345 
were expended on original works and Rs. 8,38,269 on repairs, and of that 
incurred on unmetalled roads, Rs. 6,68,575 were spent on original works and 
Rs, 8,89,984 on repairs. The expenditure on account of metalled roads was 
highest in Midnapore, Rs, 1,07,132, Burdwan coming next with Rs. 77,140, 
and Chittagong last with Rs. 204. The outlay on unmetalled roads was 
highest in Darbhanga, Rs. 1,61,358, and lowest in Puri, Rs. 5,339. The 
cost per mile of district metalled roads was highest in Howrah, Rs. 1,632, 
and lowest in Faridpore, Rs. 33, and that of unmetalled roads was highest in 
Backergunge, Rs, 343, and lowest in Nadia, Rs, 24. The cyclonic storm-waye, 
which swept across a part of South Bhagalpur on the 24th September 1899, 
caused numerous breaches in many district roads, and the damage done 
,to earthwork was widespread and sry Special estimates for the repairs 
of these damages amounted to Rs, 14,260, but out of this sum Rs. 6,101 
only were aap during the year.

No expenditure under these heads was incurred by the District Boards 
of Bankura, Chittagong, Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga: The old system of 
employing malis in planting indigenous fruit-trees’ on main lines of communi- 
cation was abandoned by the District Board of Nadia and a contract system 
introdueed. The Purnea District Board spent Ks. 2,098 on the construo- 
‘tion of certain bunds in Nepal and for the protection of certain roads in the 
district from the overflow of the Kusi and the Panar rivers. The Monghyr 
District Board incurred an expenditure of Rs. 675 in constructing ‘bunds on 
both sides of the Khasniah N ails and from Bunni English to Bahadurpur. 

49. Railway Feeder Roads.—A kutcha feeder ak from Gangpur Railway 
station to the Grand Trunk Road, a distance of one mile, was constructed by 
‘the District Boardof Burdwan, Out of the profits received: from the Howrah- 
Amta Railway Company, the District Board of Howrah spent a sum of 
Rs. 1,346 on the coustruction of a railway feeder road. The District Board 
of the 24-Parganas acquired lands required for the feeder road ‘from’ Kulsur 
to Muslandpur on the Bengal Contral ilway at a cost of Rs, 4,508, and _ 
Rs. 450 on the construction of a culvert ‘on the Halishahar feeder road’ on 
the Eastern Bengal State Railway. The construction of two feeder roads in

Proposals fora 
metre gauge railway from Atia to Mymensingh, Netrokona an Bollar, to 
be extended ultimately to Shillong, and a light railway from Barisal to Farid- 
i vid Madaripur are being considered by the District Boards concerned. 

he District Board of Patna have entered into an agreement with Messrs. Martin 
and Company for the construction of a light railway from Bakhtiarpur to Bihar, 
The Popes has not yet been formally sanctioned by the Government of India, 
The District Board. of Saran have agreed to guarantee Rs. 8,000 per annum for a 
pent not exceeding eight years for a tramway from Chapra to Sutterghat. 
tatistics of traffic have also been gathered by that Board with the object of con- 
structing tramways from Doranda to Maharajganj, and also from Siwan to 
Mirganj. Twelve miles of land were acquired for a temporary steam tramway 
from Pirpoiuti to Pathorghata in Bhagalpur, and a declaration was published for 
the acquisition of twelve miles of land for a railway line from a point oppcsite 
Barari Ghat to Bihpur. 

51. Contributions. —The contributions made by District Boards towards the 
cost of the Police force employed at plague camps, refund of the unexpended 
balance of Government grants for special works, payments on account of cost of 
establisliments in the offices of account and control, and contributions made b 
District Boards to. Union Committees fell from Rs, 2,60,170 to Rs, 1,81,464. 
The fluctuations are due to ordinary causes of no special importance 

52. The fixed assignments which were made to each District Board in the 
Province on its formation included in each case.a contribation equal to 1 _per 
cent, on the collections in Government estates in the district for expenditure 
on roads and communications in these estates. ‘The effect of including this 
contribution, which was based on the actual eoliectionsin Government estates in 
the year 1485-86, was that the amount was fixed once for all, instead of which it 
should haye varied from year to year in each district in proportion to the 
actual collections, A reference from the Board of Revenue led to a comparison 
of the fixed contributions with the sums representing 23 xe cent. on the actual 
collections in each district during 1898-99, and elici e fact that, taking all 
the districts together, the result was nearly correct, but that the gain and loss were 
distributed irregularly among different Boards. In the opinion of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor there was no justification for thus fixing the amount of the contri- 

~ bution once for all, and he has accordingly directed that the contributions for 
roads and communicatiuns in Government estates shall, with effect from the 
year 1901-1902, be separately credited to each District Fund by the Account- 
ant-General at the close of every quarter, and that they shall be calculated on the 
actual amount of the collections in the Government estates in each district 
during the quarter, as is done in the case of non-Board districts, ; ae

“The remarks of the District Officers are of a generally satisfactory character 
The District Boards in this Division are, owing to the low agricultural rents that prevail, 
m Poor, and their ordinary inoomo is small, and not sufficient to meet adequately the i 
objects of the road and publio works cesses, namely, the maintenance of roads and communi. 
cations. At the same ‘time their resources for these objects are considerably diminished 
the large sums spent on education. I am of opinion that too large a portion of the 
Board’s ordinary income is devoted in this direction, especially in contributing to support 
‘seoondary schools, In Pabna the percentage of total nditure on education to income 
has reeched the high figure of 35°8. In Rangpur, Rajshahi, Dinajpur it ranges between 
24-7 and 25:2. In Jalpaiguri and Bogra alone it is fairly low. In Pabna 15 per cent. of the 
total expenditure is on other than primary education. When the more legitimate ‘demands 
‘of the district on the road cess in the shaps of roads, dispensaries Be sanitation are so 
‘pressing and cannot be adequately met, 1am inolined to think that this expenditure on 
education is too lavish and requires to be checked, In other districts, at all eveuts Rangpur, 
‘District Board money is diverted in another direction to keep up several pucka roads in 
the town, which cannot in. any season be called part of.tho district communication, and to 
maintain the Ghose’s canal, which should properly be a charge on the town. I finda 
general laxuess in tue collection of the pound and ferry incomes.” 


. Mr. H. Savage, Officiating Commissioner of the Dacca Division, comments 
as follows :— 


“The District’ Boards have effected many important improvements in communications 
- and sanitation in all the districts of the Division. Of course in all districts the executive 
functions fall mostly to the lot of the Chairman and Vico-Chairman, but excopt in Faridpur 
where there has been some friction, the other members have been able to give valnable 
assistance by their experience and local knowledge. Many of the Local Boards have, 1 am 
lad to say, taken to hoart the somewhat severe remarks regarding their apathy and use- 
essness I felt called upon to make in the course of my inspections in the previous year 
and during the year under review, and have bestirred themselves to justify their existence. ” 


_Mr. R.S. Greenshields, Officiating Commissioner of the Chittagong 
_ Division, says :— 
“1 have only recently teken of the Division, and have not yet seen much 
_ of the Board’s work. The District and Local Boards in this Division appear to have worked 
smoothly and well.”

_ 54. The Lieutenant-Governor notices with pleasure the general consen- 

of opinion that the District Boards perform their numerous and important 
atten in asatisfactory and workmanlike manner. It has for some time past 
been evident that their further fergets is arrested and their practical utility 
diminished by two defects of a different nature. The first of these is the 
narrowness of their sphere of activi » caused by the fact that the re urces 
assigned to them are, except to a limited extent, fixed and inelastic while the 
demands made upon them are varied and constantly expanding. Tho second 
is an aduwinistrative defect, and is to be found in the lack of professional 
supervision over the technical branches of work for which District Boards 
are responsible, in particular, the construction and maintenance of roads and 
buildings. The Boards, while affording valuable assistance in indicat 
the local necessities of their several districts, aro umble aoc rule 
exercise any adequate check or control over the methods by which these neces- 
sities are suppli It is inevitable that, as matters now stand, this should be 
80; for ability to criticise in professional matters is not to be expected from 
such bodies as District Boards, who necessarily include among their mem- 
‘bers but few who chance to be seme of the necessary protenipiat qualifi- 
cations. Consequently, the work done has frequently proved to be both defec- 
tive and expensive. This is the more unfortunate, because their resources 
are limited and there is a consequent necessity of securing that full value shall 
be received for the expenditure which they incur, It is ho Shortly to 
introduce reforms by which both these defects will be remov. ; the former 
by assigning to the District Boards a new and elastic source of revenue, 
and the latter by placing at their disposal a more efficient professional control 
over their civil works than that which is at present available, 

‘55, Of Local Boards and Union Committees there is little to besaid, Their 
opportunities are small and their performance is less, Praise is rarely and 
faintly accorded to them by local officers, and the general tenor of criticism is 
to the same effect as in previous years, that they are superfluous and therefore, 
as a rule, inactive.
